I Here fend yon the Figure of a Stone , Fig. i. of 
a prodigious j%> and as rare %Jhape 9 fomewhat refem- 
bli.ng indeed the Kidney > for that was quite worn away, 
and this fiom fill'd up the piece, it weigh d indeed fome- 
what more-whea I took it out of the Body, than it does 
now, fork then weighed, ieven ounces and a half 5 there 
is no Hiftory that relates any account of zjione genera- 
ted in the Kidney, that does near parallel this* Withou t 
breaking' it afunder, " I can find it-dqes confift of feveral 
laminm laid over one another, as that of. the Bladder 
does; I took the Circumference, and found it to mealure 
feven Inches upon the round. 

That taken out of the Body of the late Bu\e'o£ Nor-, 
fil^s Father, Fig* 2'. was brought not long fince to the 
^Society by Sx. Theodore dePauxyrho gave meleave to feed 
you the Figure of it, which you -fee is -'.branched, and 
teems to have fpread fame branches into great Vejfels, 
whether Arteries, Veins or into the Ureter I cannot de- 
termine, tho thefe as well as the Pelvis feera to have been 
filfd up by this great (tone: yet this comes far fhort of 
that before mention d, fince it weighs but four ounces 
and a half: ajione indeed of an incredible fize to be found 
in the Kidney. The mealure longwife from one extreme 
to the other made four Inches compleat ; the extenfion 
of the Branches from one to the other meafurd crofwife 
or tranfverfly, 3 Inches and a half. This is defervedly 
laid up in the l^pofttory of the Royal Society, as a great 
but forrowful Rarity , having caufed the death of fo~ 
gftht a Patron of Learning, 
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
